lesson once a week; on Sundays a 
special morning Service, a news talk 
on the work of the Christian 
churches, an evening Service, ana 
at 10.30 the Epilogue. 
On Radio Eireann (whose hours, 
of course, are much shorter than 
those of the B.B.C.) there is not one 
regular religious programme. Fairly 
often on Sunday mornings we have 
broadcasts of a religious service; 
sometimes we have a series of Sun- 
day evening talks on religious sub- 
jects, and there are a few special 
rogrammes at Christmas and i 
y Week. To those who accept 
the O'Casey character's dictum, this ;

Difficulties in Moscow

ITHE lot of the foreign Press in 

Moscow is not at all an

Theos big news agencies—Reuter’s, 
the United Press, and the Associated 
Press—all maintain bureaus in 
Moscow. They cover all routine 
and spot news, leaving very little 
for correspondents of single news- 
papers. Although correspondents 
are privileged people in Moscow, 
receive special diplomatic rations 
and -housing accommodation, and 
are permitted to change dollars for 
twelve roubles, which is twice the 
official rate, the cost of living is 
extremely expensive. An costs 
80 cents; a cocktail party for fifty 

ple at least four hundred dollars. 

e paucity of news available 
coupled with high costs discourages 
newspapers from maintaining per- 
manent correspondents in Moscow. 
Currently the only United States 
paper indulging in this luxury is 
the New York Times. It probably 
costs them all-in above thirty thou- 
sand dollars a year. While I was in 
Moscow Joe rnes, the Foreign 
Editor of the New York Herald 
Tribune, was there assessing the 
possibility of establishing a full-time 
correspondent. I think he will pro 
bably reject the idea. 


FEW “SCOOPS” 


It is almost impossible for corre- 
spondents to get scoops from 
Moscow. The outstanding scoops 
during the war were Stalin's letters 
to Henry Cassidy, of the National 
Broadcasting ompany; Ralph 
Parker, of the London Times, and 
Harold King, of Reuter’s, He has 
given no interviews to newspaper- 
men since that accorded to Roy 
Howard in 1936. Recently he was 
quoted Senator Pepper, but this 
was greatly resented by the Moscow 
correspondents, since he obtained 
his interview with the help of the 
United - States Embassy in his 
capacity as a member of the Senate 
Foreign Affairs Committee: The 
only other notable war-time scoo 
were Henry Shapiro’s two solo 
trips for the United Press to the 
Stalingrad front and Leningrad 
during the siege. 

On top of all the difficulties de- 
scribed above is the question of cen- 
sorship. This problem was see gu! 
“ high-lighted ” by a joint letter of all 
the Moscow corfespondents to 
Molotov, asking him to relax the 
oppressive manner in which it was 
exercised. Molotov refused to con- 
sider the matter, and described 
correspondents’ arguments as “ not 
solid.” Apart from’ its repressive 
character, censorship is often done 
by censors whose knowledge of 
English leads them into ridiculous 
mistakes. Two recent examples of 
this: A correspondent, asked in a 
service message why he had not 
sent an item uested by New 
York, replied, “ use of red 
tape.” This was deleted, so he sub- 
stituted “blue tape,” which was 
immediately passed. Another cor- 
respondent described Ilya Ehren- 
bourg, who has recently relaxed his 
xenophobia and has been praising 
the French, as “a Francophile.” 
This was deleted by the censor, 
who thought that the correspondent 
was trying to suggest that Ehren-

vises might possibly satisfy the 
Protestant denominations, provided, 
of course, that they were allotted 
their fair share.

by Russian officialdom, I had 
intended to write no stories until 
my return to London. But bad 
weather delayed my departure by 
air and so, encouraged by accounts 
of more enlightened censorship, I 
wrote three stories and handed 
them in.

Small Markets for 
Small Producers 


The need for a system of small 
markets throughout the country to 
dispose reasonably of the small 
growers’ surplus products, was stressed 
by Miss M. McDonald, Secretary of 
the Irish Countrywomen’s Association, 
esterday. She stated that plans are 
em laid by her association. in con- 
junction with the Irish Homespun 
Society, first to set up an advisory 
council, and afterwards to organise 
local markets for small producers 
along the lines of the Co-operative 


creameries. 
She said she deplored the fact that 


few of the small producers—market 
gardeners ‘and rural craftworkers— 
were catered for at present. With 
the autonomous focal markets 
envisaged in the plans, the producer 
would be in a position to dispose 
of his produce at more attractive 
rates. e explained that “ more 
attractive rates ” would not affect 
retail prices under a distributive 
system so organised as to cut out 
unnecessary expenditure.

the welfare of the child. 


WELFARE OF CHILD 


The principle had been abundantly 
settled, continued Mr. FitzGibbon, 
that the primary and paramount 
consideration was the welfare of the 
child, and subject to that paramount 
consideration the Court would give 
effect to the parental rights, such as 
the right to custody, the father’s 
right to dictate the religion cf the 
child, and the mother’s right to ex- 
press her views and wishes about 
what was to be done with the child. 
But when any of these subsidiary 
considerations conflicted with the 
welfare of the child, the welfare of 
the child must prevail. 

It also had been well settled 
that in considering whether or not 
any of those subsidiary matters 
would conflict with the paramount 
consideration, the Court in exercising 
its jurisdiction must exercise it 
judicially and not merely from the

history, it has passed through crises 
and upheavals that have convulsed, 
not only Bavaria, but all the Father- 
land, and have left enduring results 
on the history of nearly every 
country in Europe. 

It is situated in one of the most 


fertile and picturesque parts of the 
country, and nature, alike in the 


beneficence of the mineral wealth 
with which she enriched the sur- 
rounding area, and in the con- 
trasted beauties of its scenic attrac- 
tions, has left nothing undone to 
help towards making it one of the 
busiest marts of commerce, and a 
centre for the study and cultivation 
of art. 

The folk-songs of South Germany 


abound in many references to the 


place which art. study occupied in 

the lives of Nuremberg citizens. 

One of the best known tells us that: 

“Whoe’er would see the German 
land ' 

And know the German heart, 

Needs but to go to Nuremberg, 
The home of German art.” 


| RIGHTS DISREGARDED 


But, notwithstanding its passion 
for art, and for imparting to its 
public and private buildings all the 
refinement and perfection which 
agsthetic taste could suggest, there 
was—not only in its underground 
life, but overt and flagrant in its 
public life—a disregard for the most 
elementary personal rights. This 
made it, from early medizval -times, 
one of the most lawless towps in. 
Germany. 

Those who visited it thirty odd 
years ago, before its old-world 
atmosphere of dreaminess and 
romance was rudely dispelled, will, 
no doubt, recall the grim objects 
they. saw in the old castle, with its 
chamber of horrors—its lethal ex- 
hibits, notably a reproduction of 
the “iron virgin,” a _ spike-lined 
hollow figure with spiked doors 
which enclosed its victims. 

Long before the town attained 
municipal dignity it was ruled by 
autocratic and exacting councillors, 
who thought nothing of interfering 
with the private and business 
affairs of the citizens. They were 
required to carry on their trades 
in accordance with official standards 
of right end wrong, to adjust their 
personal expenditure, and to dress, 
eat, marry, and even to die, as 
official decrees prescribed. In truth, 
if one must believe all that is 
recorded of the “straight-waistcoat” 
kind of life which Nurembergers 
had to live from the fifteenth to the 
eighteenth century, it entailed all the 
constraint and coercion which 
Nazism stood for. : 


LOVING BY LAW 


Even in the delicate business of 
love-making, the council callously 
obtruded. Secret betrothals were 
forbidden. The ceremony must be 
performed at the Rathaus in the 
presence of witnesses, which must 
number at least sixteen for each 
party, and when the wedding-day 
came around official regulations had 
to be observed to the letter.

Child Neglect on 
The Increase in 


Dublin 


Child-neglect in Dublin was dealt 
with by speakers at the annual 
meeting of the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, held yesterday at the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin. ” 

It was disquieting to notice that 
cases of néglect had increased during 
the last three years, said the chair- 
man, Dr. A.J. Horne. Fortunately, 
these cases were seldom wilful, but 
arose from a variety- of causes. 

Referring to the stunted growth 
of a great number of young boys 
and girls in ‘the poorer parts of the 
Horne said that if was 
due to lack of sleep. He quoted 
cases from the annual report, where 
families, consisting of father, mother 
and anything up to ten children, 
ranging from infancy up to 18 years, 
had to live, cook, eat and sleep in 
one room, often with only one bed 
for the whole family. 

“ Under’ these conditions, no 
wonder the children stay out in the 
streets, for the rest they can have 
must give them a disturbed night's 
sleep,” he said. “It is a wonder 
that they can struggle to school in 
the early morning. Fatigue is a ‘pre- 
dominant factor in tuberculosis.” 

On the. subject of ‘cruelty to 
children, Dr. Robert Collis, having 
spoken of his experiences while at 
Belsen Camp; said that active cruelty 
to children was rare and was a 
phenomenon of the disordered mind. 
Passive cruelty, however, was vety 
common {in Dublin. “Surely here 
in Ireland, where there is. enough 
to feed every man, woman and 
child, so unlike half the countries 
in Europe to-day, we can so orga- 
nise ourselves that at least every 
child in Ireland has enough nourish- 
ing food to eat,” he said. 

Evil was still wrought against 
helpless children, but in this country 
at any rate, more by want of 
thought than by want of heart, said 
the Lord Mayor, Alderman P. §. 
Doyle, T.D. ; ' 

The annual report recorded that 
1.103 cases had been dealt with 
‘during the year, affecting the wel- 
fare of 3,353 children,
